MASTERFUL SERMON ON 


DIVINITY OF TRE BIDU 
HOW FARMERS HELP 


We have never read nor heard a 
stronger and more convincing defense 
of the “ Divinity of the Bible” than was 
presented by Mr. Oliver Wednesday 
evening. 
His argument was unanswerable. He 
made the Book its own witness. Among 
the reasons he presented and ably de­ 
veloped were: 
It has withstood the 
rebellion of infidelity for ages; it has 
applied at all times to all men of all 
mentalities. 
It is a historical fact that 
every generation of scientists endeavors 
to overthrow the theories advanced by 
the preceding generation, but the Bible 
has withstood the attacks of every gen­ 
eration of scientists and philosophers 
since the beginning of time. 
It has 
not only done this successfully, but the 
grand old Book has become more and 
more popular. 
Another evidence de­ 
veloped by Mr. Oliver was that it is 
the only book on record that cannot be 
mastered at one or a few readings. 
“ Men." he said, “have delved in its 
pages for ages, but have never become 
its master. 
The greatest men on earth 
have for ages wrestled with its truths, 
and there are yet untouched mysteries 
within its covers. 
The more I study it 
the 
more 
I 
understand it, and the 
more I understand it 
the more I 
love it. 
Those wTho hate it know the 
least about it. 
Enough of the Bible 
can be understood to satisfy a man who 
wants to do the right thing.” 
Bro. Oliver attacked the theory of 
infidelity. 
He said about 95 per cent of 
those who posed as infidels were mor­ 
ally corrupt and strive to cover them­ 
selves with the cloak of infidelity. 


These people had had time to scatter 
over a great area of country, and is it 
not natural that Cain went to the land 
of Nod for his wife?” 
The destruction of the Jonah-whale

decisive. 
Mr. Oliver 
gave an account of a whaler who was 
swallowed by a whale and who was 
rescued from the stomach of the cap­ 
tured monster before life was extinct. 
He said that a certain specie of the 
whale was able to 
swallow 
objects 
many times the size of a man. 
We 
sincerely regret that this sermon can­ 
not be given in full, for it was beyond 
doubt the most 
masterful discourse 
along this line we have ever had the 
pleasure of listening to.

Sears, Roebuck & Co., of Chicago, 
111., is one of the concerns which is 
feeling the oats of prosperity, and is 
about to expand. It will turn the spigot 
and inject into its business a stream of 
new capital to the amount of about 
$40,000,000. 
That is a pretty good size 
flux for one business to stand, but 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. feel confident 
that their mail order patrons will make 
it all right. 
Last year the concern did a business 
of $38,000,000 on a capital stock of $10,- 
000,000. 
Their profits were $2,800,000, 
or about 8 per cent. 
Next year, on 
$40,000,000 capitalization they expect 
to do $50,000,000 at a profit of $3,- 
500.000. 
Who pays the bills? 
Who is it that 
is sending in their cash to swell up the 
profits of the giant corporations? Who 
is it that is contributing so liberally to 
the already princely incomes of the 
New York and Chicago millionaires 
that run the concern? 
It s the farm. 
The Kansas farmer, 
the Nebraska farmer, the Oklahoma 
farmer, and all the other farmers up 
and down the Mississippi valley. 
The 
mail order houses can tell us what be­ 
comes of the vast and speculative sums 


which the state is given credit for on 
the crop receipt books. 
The farmer 
gets the money and sends it in bunches 
to the Chicago mail order concerns. 
Of course every farmer has a right 
to spend his money as he pleases, but 
it certainly looks funny for the farm­ 
ers, who are the ones who howl loudest 
about the wicked railroad corporations, 
the heartless implement trust and the 
accursed lumber combine, to be just 
the people who are building up and en­ 
couraging the construction of one of 
the most stupendous trusts of all; a 
mercantile trust, which, if it had its 
way, would put out of business prac­ 
tically every retailer in the country. 
The mail order house in spirit and 
design is intended to monopolize the 
merchandising of the country. And the 
farmers are the ones who are helping 
it expand.

Rural W ater Supply. 
When great sums of money are be­ 
ing expended by city governments that 
the inhabitants of towns may have a 
sanitary water supply it seems strange 
that the supply in rural towns should 
receive little or no attention. This lat- 
tor population may seem relatively in­ 
significant. but according to the last 
census it comprises about 40,000,000 
souls. 
This means that the 40,000.000 
people are drinking 
the water 
most 
available without a thought of its san­ 
itary condition. These various sources 
of supply, whether wells, springs, or 
small streams, are similarly unreliable 
for furnishing drinking water. 
The 
Statistics of mortality in the country 
are very indefinite, 
but even 
these 
show that the rural population is not 
as free from illness as it should be. 
And though 
everywhere 
the 
rural 
death rate is lower than the urban 
death rate. yet the lowering in the 
country has not been as great as in the 
city. 
An examination of typhoid sta­ 
tistic's shows that the death rate of oth­ 
er diseases is generally lower in the 
country than in the city, but the prev­ 
alence of typhoid is almost equal to 
if not greater in the rural districts 
than in the cities. 
Several instances 
have been reported which show the ru­ 
ral typhoid rate to be ten times great­ 
er than the urban rate for 
the same 
district. To partcularize a certain dis­ 
trict in central Pennsylvania 
proves 
this fact. It is made up of a rural pop­ 
ulation with one hundred inhabitants 
to the square mile. 
It is a region of 
fine farms, w ild mountains and woods, 
country residences and picnic groves. 
And in this valley there has been as 
much typhoid fever as in the city of 
Philadelphia. 
Sad as this condition is. 
there seems to be no remedy for it. 
The sources of a city water supply are 
few and the city 
government 
easily 
cotnrols the conditions 
affecting 
it. 
But what can be done when the sources 
of supply are numered by the thou­ 
sands? A mint of money and an army 
cf chemists would not be sufficient to 
give the same care to the country sup­ 
ply that is given to that of the citv. 


NEW JERSEY *RICKISHAS. 


Vehicle of Yankee Make Has Invaded 
the Orient with Good 
Results. 


That characteristic vehicle of the 
orient, the jinrikisha, is drawn by a 
yellow coolie in Japan, a brown Hindu 
in India, a black Zulu in South Africa; 
but look between the 
shafts of 
th© 
’rikisha in any of these countries, and 
you will probably find the same name­ 
plate—that of a vehicle manufacturer 
in New Jersey. The Yankee jinrikisha 
has invaded the east, and its invasion 
promises to result in a permanent oc­ 
cupation of countries where cheap la­ 
bor would seem 
to forbid 
sales 
of 
American goods. 
The Yankee ’rikisha 
manufacturer 
competes on prices first. He sells vehi­ 
cles as good as the native product at 
as low as $16 and no higher than $40. 
American factory methods permit turn­ 
ing them out in large numbers on th© 
duplicate system. He also competes in 
quality, making Jinrikishas with ball 
bearings, bicycle wheels and cushion 
tires at $S0. 
Different types of ’rikisha are made 
for different countries. The vehicle is 
common in Lagos, Ceylon, and many 
other localities, each of which has Its 
preferences in 
the 
way of 
weight, 
height, hoods, bells, lamps, colors, and 
cushions. The New Jersey factory also 
supplies the “pousse-pousse" used in 
Madagascar. It is a variety of Jinriki­ 
sha with hood and springs. 
Another is the “Korean cab,” vhieh 
is nothing more than an improvement 
on the clumsy Chinese wheelbarrow, 
with its single w'heel, familiar as a pas­ 
senger vehicle in 
all Chinese 
cities. 
The “Korean cab” has a single w’heel 
fitted with a pneumatic tire, and seats 
one passenger, the seat being placed 
high over the wheel. 
Coolies in front 
and behind balance and propel it. and 
the vehicle is capable of good speed. 
When Che Yankee ’rikisha was intro­ 
duced on the west coast of Africa, it 
was so much lighter than the vehicles 
previously known that the first Zulu 
w*ho drew one presently stopped, lift­ 
ed the vehicle and its passenger to his 
head. and wanted to carry it that wTav, 
being easier. 
American wheelbarrows 
w*ere introduced about the same time, 
and a contractor who supplied them 
to his Pant! laborers, returning in a 
few* hours, found them all being car­ 
ried water-jar fashion.

Continuous Business. 
The fact that the first “ night and 
day bank ' in the world opened in New 
York a few days ago, and was an as­ 
sured success from the start, is prob­ 
ably of more significance than the av­ 
erage reader of the news imagines. Ac­ 
cording to 
some 
preternaturally far­ 
sighted observers, the bank that never 
closes is the first step toward the time 
when the machinery of 
metropolitan 
commercial life, instead of stopping at 
sunset, will roll on ceaselessly day and 
night, when three relays of clerks and 
artisans and laborers and 
employers 
will succeed each other, and the me­ 
tropolis will become, in every sense of 
the world, an 
all-day 
and 
all-night 
city. 
Such a state of affairs, say the 
observers, is being forced forward bv 
the fact that New* York's population 
grows more and more congested and 
more than any other thing, room is 
demanded. 
If we have our population 
working in three relays, three men cai* 
work in the space now occupied bv 
one, and the growing congestion will 
be relieved, lf such a day ever arrives, 
says a 
local 
correspondent, the city 
will really have three separate popu­ 
lations, one of which will be wholly 
nocturnal. 
The thiee will have their 
separate newspapers, different amuse­ 
ments, 
different 
interests, 
different 
outlooks upon life. 
While one shift 
is breakfasting another will be dining; 
while one is sleeping, another will be 
at the height of its daily activity. But 
the imagination fails at the state ol 
mind of the housewife whose husband 
and sons would be scattered through 
the three relays an I whose whole life 
would be a jumble of conflicting break­ 
fasts and dinners and sleeping hours.

The World’s Athletes. 
“Olympic games” in which the win­ 
ners are youths from America, Aus­ 
tralia and Canada look like a very 
new thing, but there is really nothing 
new about the success of the outlying 
districts in these classic contests. 
It 
was quite a common thing in the an­ 
cient day for athletes from the outly­ 
ing Hellenic states and the colonies 
to take the prizes, and the conditions 
that made victories for greater Greece 
in those days are precisely the same 
as those which win the laurels for 
Sheridan, Sherring and Asty today. 
That is to say, it is the pioneer who 
has in him the spirit of the champion 
and the tradition of overcoming. 
It 
la the “new country” that gives the 
hope, the eagerness, the elasticity that 
makes great athletes. 


Officials of the New York city ad­ 
ministration 
have at their disposal 
two dozen automobiles, which cost the 
city originally over 
$55,000, 
nearly 
half as much being required annually 
for their maintenance. 
It is believed 
that by the end of this year the num­ 
ber of city owned autos will be 
in­ 
creased to 50 and inquisitive alder­ 
men are hinting that this is an alto­ 
gether unnecessary expense, especially 
as some of the officials use the ma­ 
chines in going to the races and in at­ 
tending to other private affairs.

An instance in point is the buying of 
the ankh which, as now sold in Bond 
street in gold and jewels, is extremely 
popular, says the London Daily Mall. 
The ankh is the sign of life, and 
consequently of good luck striving 
against bad; a symbol of Egyptian 
origin composed of a headless cross 
attached to a stirrup circle. 
Gambling has always gone hand in 
hand with belief in the efficacy of 
charms, but the fair votaries of bridge 
go much further and there are end­ 
less little ceremonies which are sup­ 
posed to militate for or against their 
chance of winning.

AQUARIUM HATCHERY WORK 


V « rlj a Million T o n g Fry Turned 
Out This Season in Mew 
York Hatchery. 


Very nearly 100,000 little Ackee—-their 
number computed at 998,000, to Im ex­ 
act—have been hatched 
out 
in 
the 
Aquarium’s model hatchery thus far in 
the present season, the last to be turned 
out to date being a big lot of yellow 
perch, some of these from eggs of speci­ 
mens in the Aquarium, aud some from 
eggs received from the state Ash hatch­ 
ery at Cold Spring Harbor, says the 
New York Sun. 
These yellow perch will be used for 
restocking with this species the waters 
In the city parks, and many have al­ 
ready been placed in the lake in Pros­ 
pect Park. 
Next before the yellow perch hatched 
out here in the present season, were a 
large lot of salt water smelts, these also 
from eggs received 
from 
the 
Cold 
Spring hatchery. 
The salt water smelt 
goes up into inlets In the spawning sea­ 
son, and like the shad. for instance, tip 
streams to spawn. 
The voting smelts 
hatched out in the Aquarium’s hatch­ 
ery were put over the Battery sea wall 
immediately back of the building i'uto 
the Hudson. 
Before the liberation of the 
young 
smelts there had .teen sent out from 
here for planting 
in 
various 
stat*- 
watere, all hatched in the Aquarium’s 
hatchery, 
young 
whitefish, 
rainbow 
trout, lake 
trout 
aud hump-backed 
salmon. 
Among eggs yet to be placed in the 
hatchery in the present season

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'A MASTERFUL SERMON ON 


DIVINITY OF THE RIBLE 


We have never read nor heard a 


stronger and more convincing defense 
of the "Divinity of the Bible" than was 
presented by Mr. Oliver Wednesday 
evening. 


His argument was unanswerable. He 


made the Book its own witness. Among 
the reasons he presented and ably de- 
veloped were: It has withstood the 
rebellion of infidelity for ages; it has 
applied at all times to all men of all 
mentalities. It is a historical fact that 
every generation of scientists endeavors 
to overthrow the theories advanced by 
the preceding generation, but the Bible 
has withstood the attacks of every gen- 
eration of scientists and philosophers 
since the beginning of time. It has 
not only done this successfully, but the 
grand old Book has become more and 
more popular. Another evidence de- 
veloped by Mr. Oliver was that it is 
the only book on record that cannot be 
mastered at one or a few readings. 
"Men," he said, "have delved in its 
pages for ages, but have never become 
its master. The greatest men on earth 
have for ages wrestled with its truths, 
and there are yet untouched mysteries 
within its covers. 
The more I study it 


the 
more I understand it, and the 


more I understand it 
the more I 


love it. Those who hate it know the 
least about it. Enough of the Bible 
can b« understood to satisfy a man who 
wants to do the right thing.'' 


Bro. Oliver attacked the theory of 


infidelity. He said about 96 per cent of 
those who posed as infidels were mor- 
ally corrupt and strive to cover them- 
selves with the cloak of infidelity. 


"Practically all civilized countries 


have based the judicial part of their 
government on the Mosaic laws. These 
laws contained in the Bible are the 
basic principles of all just laws that 
have to do with man's relation to man. 
When you give the Bible up you have 
no:hing left. 
Even the infidel gets his 


morality from its pages." 


Mr. Oliver compared the standard 


set and maintained by the ministers of 
the Goopel and that of the infidel. 
He 


showed that the public would condemn 
the minister for visiting the saloon, 
but would say nothing of the infidel 
who frequented the place. 
"Infidelity 


is allied with communism and anarchy. 
The greater per cent of these clashes 
are infidels. 
Why. then, don't you line 


up with your crown if you don't believe 
in this book and its teaching's?" 


Mr. Oliver asserted that the world 


owes nothing to infidelity. 
"I chal- 


lenge you to show me a single infidel who 
has blessed the world." Mr. Oliver 
attacked the theories of the higher 
critics. 
He demonstrated the falsity of 


their arguments, and boldly denounced 
them as "lower critics," or as being 
"low down." Mr. Oliver refuted sci- 
entifically Darwin's evolution theory. 
He buried it beneath mathematical 
demonstrations and ridiculed the long 
and fruitless search fot the "missing 
link." 
If figures do not lie —and they 


do not—Mr. Olrver -proved that there 
were 58 missing Ifnks between man 
and the beasts at his feet. 


Mr. Oliver said some people let the 


story of Cain's marriage and Jonah's 
experience with the whale prevent 
their believing the Bible. The evan- 
gelist cleared away these barriers to 
the satisfaction of the poorest thinkers. 
Mr. 
Oliver* 
showed 
that 
Cain 


was 
128 years 
of 
age 
when he 


went in quest of a wife; that if popula- 
tion doubled itself every 25 years tkere 
were 11,500 people on earth when he 
married. He had at least 5,000 women 
from 
which to select a companion. 


These people had had time to scatter 
over a great area of country, and is i 
not natural that Cain went to the lant 
of Nod for his wife?" 


The destruction of the Jonah-whale 


buga-boo was decisive. 
Mr. Oliver 


gave an account of a whaler who was 
swallowed by a whale and who was 
rescued from the stomach of the cap- 
tured monster before life was extinct. 
He said that a certain specie of the 
whale was able to swallow objects 
many times the size of a man. We 
sincerely regret that this sermon can- 
not be given in full, for it was beyond 
doubt the most masterful discourse 
along this line we have ever had the 
pleasure of listening to.

ritory schools to the effect that the 
Superintendents of various boarding 
schools in the Chickasaw Nation are 
leaving the schools and have taken all 
the available furniture from the build- 
ings. 


To verify thi» report and for the pur- 


pose of refurnishing the buildings, if 
necessary, W. B. Bute, of this city, 
who was formerly connected with In- 
dian Territory schools, has been select- 
ed by Supt. Benedict to make a trip 
through the Chickasaw nation. 


Mr. Butz will leave this morning and 


will visit Bloomfield 
seminary, 
the 


school at Lebanon and also at Tisho- 
mingo. The Chickasaw schools have 
never before been under the control of 
the government directly, and have al- 
ways protested against it. 
The bill 


which passed congress at its last ses- 
sion known a.s the Curtis bill, places 
the schools in that nation directly un- 
der the supervision of Mr. Benedict. 


Mr. Butz will probbably be gone one 


or two weeks, after which he 
will 


make a report to Mr. Benedict. — Pheo- 
nix.

Last year the concern did a business 


of $38,000,000 on a capital stock of $10,- 
000,000. Their profits were $2,800,000, 
or about 8 per cent. Next year, on 
$40,000,000 capitalization they expect 
to do $50,000,000 at a profit of $3,- 
500,000.

s to extend through parts of Texas, 
Arkansas and Lauisiana to Shreveport, 


ia.. a distance of 220 rniles. 
Three months ago it was announced 
hat the Harriman interests were con- 
idering the 
building of an air line 


rom Topeka to Denison. The project 
.vas generally regarded to be a particu- 
arly desirable one. It would serve to 
ink the Union Pacific and the South- 
rn Pacific systems, botn Harriman 
ines, by a route which would give the 
Missouri Valley a new and short route 
o the Gulf. 
It would complete the 


larriman interests running from the 
Missouri River and New Orleans to the 


acific Coast. 
The only change from the original 
laraiman purpose is that the new 


Company proposes to build from Kan 
sas City instead of Topeka. 


The company is organized with a 


capital stock of $1,000,000, and the di- 
rectors named in the papers are E. F. 
Swinney of Kansas City, Mo.; C. K. 
Wells, A. L. Borger, C. N. Prouty, K. 
L. Brown, B. R. Lane and Winfield 
Freeman of Kansas City, Kans. 


It is thought this company is a sub- 


sidiary one organized by Harriman In- 
terests, giving the Union Pacific an 
outlet to the Gulf.

Bur*! Water Supply. 


When gr«at sums of money are be- 


ing expended by city governments that 


tthe Inhabitants of towns may have s 
sanitary water supply it seems strange 
that the supply in rural towns should 
receive little or no attention. This lat- 
ter population may seem 'relatively in- 
significant, but according to the last 
census It comprises about 40,000,000 
souls. This means that the 40,000.000 
people are drinking the water most 
•available without a thought of Its san- 
itary condition. These various sources 
«f supply, whether wells, springs, ot 
.small streams, are similarly unreliable 
for furnishing drinking water. 
The 


statistics of mortality in the country 
are very indefinite, 
but even these 


show that the rural population is not 
as free from Illness as it should be. 
And though e\erywhere 
the 
rural 


death rate is lower than tho urban 
death rate, yet the lowering In the 
country has not been as great as in the 
city. An examination of typhoid sta- 
tistics shows that the death rate of oth- 
«r diseases is generally lower in the 
country than in the city, but the prev- 
alence of typhoid is almost equal to 
if not greater in the rural districts 
than in the cities. Se\eral instances 
have been reported which show the ru- 
ral t\phoid rate to be ten times great- 
er than the urban rate for the same 
district. To partcularUe a certain dis- 
trict in central Pennsylvania proves 
this fact 
It is made up of a rural pop. 


ulation with one hundred inhabitants 
to the square mile. It is a region of 
fine farms, wild mountains and woods, 
country residences anil picnic groves 
And in this -valley there has been as 
much typhoid fever as rn the city of 
Philadelphia. Sad as this condition is, 
there seems to be no remedy for it. 
The sources of a city water supply are 
few and the city go\eminent easily 
cotnrols the conditions 
affecting 
it. 


But what can be done when the sources 
of supply are numered by the thou- 
sands? A mint of money and an array 
of chemists would not be sufficient to 
give the same care to the country sup- 
ply that Is given to that of the city

day bank" in the world opened in New 
York a few days ago, and was an as- 
sured success from the start, is prob- 
ably of more significance than the av- 
erage reader of the news Imagines. Ac-

If we have our population 
working in three relays, three men cau 
work in the space now occupied by 
one, and the growing congestion, will 
be jelieved. If such a day ever arrUes, 
says a' local correspondent, the city 
will really have three separate popu- 
lations, one of which will be wholly 
nocturnal 
The three will have their 


separate newspapers, different amuse- 
ments, 
different 
interests, 
different 


outlooks upon life 
While one shift 


is breakfasting another will be dining; 
while one Is sleeping, another will be 
at the height of its daily activity. But 
the Imagination Tails at the state ot 
mind of the housewife whose husband 
and sons would be scattered through 
the three relays an I whose whole life 
would be a jumble of conflicting break 
fasts and dinners and sleeping hours. 


The World's Athletes. 


"Olympic games" In which the win- 


ners are youths from America, Aus- 
tralia and Canada look like a very 
new thing, but there is really nothing 
new about the success of the outlying 
districts in these classic contests. It 
was quite a common thing in tEe an 
clent day for athletes from the outly- 
ing Hellenic states and the coloniea 
to take the prizes, and the conditions 
that made victories for greater Greece 
in those days are precisely the same 
as those which win the laurels for 
Sheridan, Sherrlng and Asty to-day. 
That Is to say, It Is the pioneer who 
has in him the spirit of the champion 
and the tradition of overcoming. 
It 


is the "new country" that gives the 
hope, the eagerness, the elasticity that 
makes great athletes. 


Officials of the New York city ad- 


ttinlstratlon 
have at their disposal 


two dozen automobiles, which cost the 
city originally over 
$55,000, nearly 


half as much being required annually 
for their maintenance. It is believed 
that by the end of this year the num- 
ber of city owned autos will be in- 
creased to 50 and inquisitive alder- 
men are hinting that this is an alto- 
gether unnecessary expense, especially 
as some of the officials use the ma- 
chines in going to the races and in at- 
tending to other private affairs. 


That characteristic vehicle ot the 


orient, the Jlnrikisha, is drawn by a 
yellow coolie in Japan, a brown Hindu 
In India, a black Zulu in South Africa; 
but look between the shafts of tho 
'rikisha in any of these countries, and 
you will probably find the same natt*' 
plate—that of a vehicle manufacturer 
in New Jersey. The Yankee Jlnrikisha 
has invaded the east, and its invasion 
promises to result in a permanent oc- 
cupation of countries where cheap la- 
bor would seem to forbid sales of 
American goods. 


The Yankee 'rikisha 
manufacturer 


competes on prices first. He sells vehi- 
cles as good as the native product at 
as low as $16 and no higher than $40. 
American factory methods permit turn- 
Ing them out in large numbers on the 
duplicate system. He^also competes in 
quality, making jiurlkishaa with ball 
bearings, bicycle wheels and cushion 
tlr.es at $80. 


Different types of 'rikisha ore made 


for different countries. The vehicle is 
common In Lagos, Ceylon, and many 
other localities, each of which has its 
preferences in the way of weight, 
height, hoods, bells, lamps, colors, and 
cushions. The New Jersey factory also 
supplies the "pousse-pousse" us ad in 
Madagascar, It is a variety of Jlnriki- 
sha with hood and springs. 


Another is the "Korean cab," which 


Is nothing more than an improvement 
on the clumsy Chinese wheelbarrow, 
with Its single wheel, familiar as a pas- 
senger vehicle in all Chinese 
cities. 


The "Korean cab" has a single wheel 
fitted with a pneumatic tire, and seats 
one passenger, the seat being placed 
high over the wheel 
Coolies in front 


and behind balance and propel it, and 
the vehicle is capable of good speed. 


When (be Yankea 'rikisha was Intro- 


duced on the west coast of Africa, It 
was so much lighter than the vehicles 
previously known that the first Zulu 
who drew one presently stopped, lift- 
ed the vehicle and Its passenger to his 
hea-1, and wanted to carry It that way, 
being easier. American wheelbarrows 
were introduced about the same time, 
and a contractor who supplied them 
to his Fantl laborers, returning in a 
few hours, found them all being car- 
ried water-Jar fashion. 


CHARMS THAT BRING LUCK 


Superstitions of Bridge Flayers- 


Houses and Seats That Are 


Unlucky. 


It la now obvious that the portion of 


society which takes its gambling seri- 
ously—It Is a very large portion In- 
deed—has become very superstitious. 
An instance In point Is the buying of 
the ankh which, as now sold in Bond 
street in gold and Jewels, is extremely 
popular, says the London Dally Mall. 


The ankh is the sign of life, and 


consequently of good luck striving 
against bad; a symbol of Egyptian 
origin composed of a headless cross 
attached to a stirrup circle. 


Gambling has always gone hand In 


hand with belief In the efficacy of 
charms, but the fair votaries of bridge 
go much further and there are end- 
less little ceremonies which are sup- 
posed to militate for or against their 
chance of winning. 


A charming lady who might, with- 


out undue conceit, have styled herself 
"one who knows," quotes an instance: 


"Whenever you cut for a fresh deal 


or after a rubber," she said, "the one 
who cuts lowest has, as you know, the 
choice of cards and seats, and they In- 
variably turn the winning people out 
of their seats and choose the winning 
pack." 
Sometimes they elect to sit 


against the hinges of the table, be- 
cause that Is the lucky side. 


As for the charms which are sup- 


posed to bring luck, their name is 
legion; the most favored are little 
dwarfs, lucky sixpences and the New 
Zealand greenstone.

the present season, the last to be turned 
out to date being a big lot of yellow 
perch, some of these from eggs of spec! 
meae in the Aquarium, and some from 
egge received from the state flab hatch 
ery at Cold Spring Harbor, says toe 
New York Sun. 


These yellow perch will be used tut 


restocking with this species the water* 
In the city parks, and many have al- 
ready been placed in the lake in Pros- 
peet Park.

It has 
not only done this successfully, but the 
grand old Book has become more and 
more popular. Another evidence de- 
veloped by Mr. Oliver was that it is 
the only book on record that cannot be 
mastered at one or a few readings. 
"Men," he said, "have delved in its 
pages for ages, but have never become 
its master. The greatest men on earth 
have for ages wrestled with its truths, 
and there are yet untouched mysteries 
within its covers. 
The more I study it 


the 
more I understand it, and the 


more I understand it 
the more I 


love it. Those who hate it know the 
least about it. Enough of the Bible 
can b« understood to satisfy a man who 
wants to do the right thing.'' 


Bro. Oliver attacked the theory of 


infidelity. He said about 95 per cent of 
those who posed as infidels were mor- 
ally corrupt and strive to cover them- 
selves with the cloak of infidelity. 


"Practically all civilized countries 


have based the judicial part of their 
government on the Mosaic laws. These 
laws contained in the Bible are the 
basic principles of all just laws that 
have to do with man's relation to man. 
When you give the Bible up you have 
no:hing left. 
Even the infidel gets his 


morality from its pages." 


Mr. Oliver compared the standard 


set and maintained by the ministers of 
the Goopel and that of the infidel. 
He 


showed that the public would condemn 
the minister for visiting the saloon, 
but would say nothing of the infidel 
who frequented the place. 
"Infidelity 


is allied with communism and anarchy. 
The greater per cent of these clashes 
are infidels. 
Why. then, don't you line 


up with your crown if you don't believe 
in this book and its teaching's?" 


Mr. Oliver asserted that the world 


owes nothing to infidelity. 
"I chal- 


lenge you to show me a single infidel who 
has blessed the world." Mr. Oliver 
attacked the theories of the higher 
critics. 
He demonstrated the falsity of 


their arguments, and boldly denounced 
them as "lower critics," or as being 
"low down." Mr. Oliver refuted sci- 
entifically Darwin's evolution theory. 
He buried it beneath mathematical 
demonstrations and ridiculed the long 
and fruitless search fot the "missing 
link." If figures do not lie —and they 
do not—Mr. Olrver -proved that there 
were 58 missing Ifnks between man 
and the beasts at his feet. 


Mr. Oliver said some people let the 


story of Cain's marriage and Jonah's 
experience with the whale prevent 
their believing the Bible. The evan- 
gelist cleared away these barriers to 
the satisfaction of the poorest thinkers. 
Mr. 
Oliver* 
showed 
that 
Cain 


was 
128 years 
of 
age 
when he 


went in quest of a wife; that if popula- 
tion doubled itself every 25 years tkere 
were 11,500 people on earth when he 
married. He had at least 5,000 women 
from 
which to select a companion. 


These people had had time to scatter 
over a great area of country, and is it 
not natural that Cain went to the land 
of Nod for his wife?" 


The destruction of the Jonah-whale 


buga-boo was decisive. 
Mr. Oliver 


gave an account of a whaler who was 
swallowed by a whale and who was 
rescued from the stomach of the cap- 
tured monster before life was extinct. 
He said that a certain specie of the 
whale was able to swallow objects 
many times the size of a man. We 
sincerely regret that this sermon can- 
not be given in full, for it was beyond 
doubt the most 
masterful discourse 


along this line we have ever had the 
pleasure of listening to.

pose of refurnishing the buildings, if 
necessary, W. B. Bute, of this city, 
who was formerly connected with In- 
dian Territory schools, has been select- 
ed by Supt. Benedict to make a trip 
through the Chickasaw nation. 


Mr. Butz will leave this morning and 


will visit Bloomfield 
seminary, the 


school at Lebanon and also at Tisho- 
mingo. The Chickasaw schools have 
never before been under the control of 
the government directly, and have al- 
ways protested against it. 
The bill 


which passed congress at its last ses- 
sion known as the Curtis bill, places 
the schools in that nation directly un- 
der the supervision of Mr. Benedict. 


Mr. Butz will probbably be gone one 


or two weeks, after which he 
will 


make a report to Mr. Benedict. — Pheo-

That is a pretty good size 
flux for one business to stand, but 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. feel confident 
that their mail order patrons will make 
it all right. 


Last year the concern did a business 


of $38,000,000 on a capital stock of $10,- 
000,000. Their profits were $2,800,000, 
or about 8 per cent. Next year, on 
$40,000,000 capitalization they expect 
to do $50,000,000 at a profit of $3,- 
500,000. 


Who pays the bills? Who is it that 


is sending in their cash to swell up the 
profits of the giant corporations? Who 
is it that is contributing so liberally to 
the already princely incomes of the 
New York and Chicago millionaires 
that run the concern?

NEW HARRIMAN LINE FROM 


KANSAS CITY TO DENISON 


Topeka, Kans.. Aug. 2.'—A charter 


was granted yesterday to the Missouri 
River and Gulf 
Railroad 
Company, 


which proposes to construct a line of 
railroad from Kansas City to Denison, 
Texas and a branch line from Lehigh, 
I. T., to Shreveport, La., and ateo a 
branch line from a point in Cherokee 
County, Kansas to Joplin, Mo. 


The line to Denison, Tex., will be 


42o miles long, extending through Wy- 
andotte, Johnson, Miami, Lynn, Bour- 
bon, Crawford, Cherokee and to the 
south boundary of Kansas; thense in a 
southerly direction through Indian Tor. 
ritory to a point on the Red River near 
Denison. 


The branch line from Lehigh. 1. T., 


is to extend through parts of Texas, 
Arkansas and Lauisiana to Shreveport, 
La., a distance of 220 miles. 


Three months ago it was announced 


that the Harnman interests were con- 
sidering the 
building of an air line 


from Topeka to Denison. The project 
was generally regarded to be a particu- 
larly desirable one. It would serve to 
link the Union Pacific and the South- 
ern Pacific systems, botn Harriman 
lines, by a route which would give the 
Missouri Valley a new and short route 
to the Gulf. 
It would complete the 


Harriman interests running from the 
Missouri River and New Orleans to the 
Pacific Coast. 


The only change from the original 


Haraiman purpose is that the new 


Company proposes to build from Kan 
sas City instead of Topeka. 


The company is organized with a 


capital stock of $1,000,000, and the di- 
rectors named in the papers are E. F. 
Swinney of Kansas City, Mo.; C. K. 
Wells, A. L. Borger, C. N. Prouty, K. 
L. Brown, B. R. Lane and Winfield 
Freeman of Kansas City, Kans. 


It is thought this company is a sub- 


sidiary one organized by Harriman In- 
terests, giving the Union Pacific an 
outlet to the Gulf. 


This is the project that interested 


Ada last Spring. 
However, 
since 


changing the starting point of the line 
from Topeka to Kansas City, Lehigh 
would be about the nearest the road 
would get to Ada.

to handle the "Indian and the negro" 
vote. Ho proceeded along linos that 
were distasteful to the Indian member, 
especially the parallelihin drawn be- 
tween the- Indian and the negro. 


In defense of the 
Indian 
citizen 


Cornmitteenian Fro wo took the door 
and proceeded to inform the committee 
that the Indian was not on n plane 
with the negro and that if the republi- 


can party expected any strength from 
the former that the odious comparison 
would not effect it. He finally left the 
room in disgust, denouncing the parties 
who were BO untactful, and it is alleged 
that he will make use of the incident 
in opposing the republican ticket. 


The republican central 
committee 


held an executive session in the after- 
noon with all the committeemen pres- 
ent. In addition to the committeemen 
there were present a large number of 
prominent republican politicians from 
Oklahoma and the Indian 
territory.

Bur*! Water Supply. 


When great sums of money are be- 


ing expended by city governments that 


tthe Inhabitants of towns may have a 
sanitary water supply It seems strange 
that the supply In rural towns should 
receive little or no attention. This lat- 
ter population may seem 'relatively in- 
significant, but according to the last 
census it comprises about 40,000,000 
souls. This means that the 40,000.000 
people are drinking the water most 
•available without a thought of its san- 
itary condition. These various sources 
«f supply, whether wells, springs, ot 
.small streams, are similarly unreliable 
for furnishing drinking water. 
The 


statistics of mortality in the country 
are very indefinite, 
but even those 


show that the rural population Is not 
as free from Illness as It should be. 
And though 
e\ery where 
the 
rural 


death rate is loner than tho urban 
death rate, yet the lowering In the 
country has not been as great as In the 
city. An examination of typhoid sta- 
tistics shows that the death rate of oth- 
«r diseases Is generally lower In the 
country than in the city, but the prev- 
alence of typhoid is almost equal to 
if not greater in the rural districts 
than in the cities. 
Se'veral instances 


have been reported which show the ru- 
ral t\phoid rate to be ten times great- 
er than the urban rate for the same 
district. To partcularUe a certain dis- 
trict in central Pennsylvania proves 
this fact 
It is made up of a rural pop. 


ulatton with one hundred inhabitants 
to the square mile. It is a region of 
fine farms, wild mountains and woods, 
country residences anil picnic groves 
And in this -\alley there has been as 
much typhoid fever as i-n the city of 
Philadelphia. Sad as this condition is. 
there seems to be no remedy for It. 
The sources of a city water supply are 
few and the city go\eminent easily 
cotnrols the conditions 
affecting 
it. 


But what can be done when the sources 
of supply are numered by the thou- 
sands? A mint of money and an army 
of chemists would not be sufficient to 
give the same care to the country sup- 
ply that Is given to that of the city 


Continuous Business. 


The fact that the first "night and 


day bank" In the world opened in New 
York a few days ago, and was an as- 
sured success from the start, is prob- 
ably of more significance than the av- 
erage reader of the news Imagines. Ac- 
cording to some preternaturally far- 
sighted obser\ers, the bank that never 
closes is the first step toward the time 
when the machinery of metropolitan 
commercial life, Instead of stopping at 
sunset, will roll on ceaselessly day and 
night, when three relays of clerks and 
artisans and laborers and employers 
will succeed each other, and the me- 
tropolis will tecome, in e\ery sense of 
the world, an 
all-clay and all-night 


city. Such a state of affairs, say the 
obser\ers, Is being forced forward by 
nhe fact that New York's population 
grows more and more congested and 
more than any other thing, room i* 
demanded. If we have our population 
working in three relays, three men cau 
work in the space now occupied b> 
one, and the growing congestion will 
be iclieved. If such a day ever arrUes, 
says a' local correspondent, the city 
will really have three separate popu- 
lations, one of which will be wholly 
nocturnal 
The three will have their 


separate newspapers, different amuse- 
ments, 
different 
interests, 
different 


outlooks upon life 
While one shift 


Is breakfasting another will be dining; 
while one Is sleeping, another will be 
at ihe height of its dally activity. But 
the Imagination Tails at the state ot 
mind of the housewife whose husband 
and sons would be scattered through 
the three relays an I whose whole life 
would be a jumble of conflicting break 
fasts and dinners and sleeping hours. 


The World's Athletes. 


"Olympic games" in which the win- 


ners are youths from America, Aus- 
tralia and Canada look like a very 
new thing, but there is really nothing 
new about the success of the outlying 
districts in these classic contests. It 
was quite a common thing in tEe an- 
cient day for athletes from the outly- 
ing Hellenic states and the colonies 
to take the prizes, and the conditions 
that made victories for greater Greece 
in those days are precisely the same 
as those which win -the laurels for 
Sheridan, Sherring and Asty to-day. 
That Is to say, It Is the pioneer who 
has In him the spirit of the champion 
and the tradition of overcoming.

is the "new country" that gives the 
hope, the eagerness, the elasticity that 
makes great athletes.

Vehicle of Yankee Make Has Invaded 


the Orient with Good 


Results. 
i 


That characteristic vehicle of the 


orient, the Jlnrikisha, is drawn by a 
yellow coolie In Japan, a brown Hindu 
in India, a black Zulu in South Africa; 
but look between the shafts of tho 
'rlkisha in any of these countries, and 
you will probably find the same natt*' 
plate—that of a vehicle manufacturer 
In New Jersey. The Yankee Jlnrikisha 
has invaded the east, and its invasion 
promises to result in a permanent oc- 
cupation of countries where cheap la- 
bor would seem to forbid sales ot 
American goods. 


The Yankee 'rlkisha 
manufacturer 


competes on prices first. He sells vehi- 
cles as good as the native product at 
as low as $16 and no higher than $40. 
American factory methods permit turn- 
Ing them out in large numbers on the 
duplicate system. He^also competes in 
quality, making jiurlkishas with ball 
bearings, bicycle wheels and cushion 
tlr.es at $80. 


Different types of "riklsha are made 


for different countries. The vehicle is 
common In Lagos, Ceylon, and many 
other localities, each of which has its 
preferences in the way of weight, 
height, hoods, bells, lamps, colors, and 
cushions. The New Jersey factory also 
supplies the "pousse-pousse" usad in 
Madagascar, 
It is a variety of Jlnriki- 


sha with hood and springs. 


Another is the "Korean aib," which 


Is nothing more than an improvement 
on the clumsy Chinese wheelbarrow, 
with Its single wheel, familiar as a pas- 
senger vehicle in all Chinese cities. 
The "Korean cab" has a single wheel 
fitted with a pneumatic tire, and seats 
one passenger, the seat being placed 
high over the wheel 
Coolies In front 


and behind balance and propel it, and 
the vehicle Is capable of good speed. 


When the Yankea 'rlkisha was Intro- 


duced on the west coast of Africa, it 
wns so much lighter than the vehicles 
previously known that the first Zulu 
who drew one presently stopped, lift- 
ed the vehicle and Its passenger to his 
hea-i. and wanted to carry It that way, 
being easier. American wheelbarrows 
were Introduced about the same time, 
and a contractor who supplied them 
to his Fantl laborers, returning In a 
few hours, found them all being car- 
ried water-Jar fashion. 


CHARMS THAT BRING LUCK 
Superstitions of Bridge Flayer*— 


Houses and Beats That Are 


Unlucky. 


It Is now obvious that the portion of 


society which takes Its gambling seri- 
ously—It Is a very large portion In- 
deed—has become very superstitious. 
An instance in point Is the buying of 
the ankh which, as now sold in Bond 
street In gold and Jewels, is extremely 
popular, says the London Dally Mall. 


The ankh is the sign of life, and 


consequently of good luck striving 
against bad; a symbol of Egyptian 
origin composed of a headless cross 
attached to a stirrup circle. 


Gambling has always gone hand In 


hand with belief In the efficacy of 
charms, but the fair votaries of bridge 
go much further and there are end- 
less little ceremonies which are sup- 
posed to militate for or against their 
chance of winning. 


A charming lady who might, with- 


out undue conceit, have styled herself 
"one who knows," quotes an instance: 


"Whenever you cut for a fresh deal 


or after a rubber," she said, "the one 
who cuts lowest has, as you know, the 
choice of cards and seats, and they In- 
variably turn the winning people out 
of their seats and choose the winning 
pack." 
Sometimes they elect to sit 


against the hinges of the table, be- 
cause that Is the lucky side. 


As for the charms which are sup- 


posed to bring luck, their name is 
legion; the most favored are little 
dwarfs, lucky sixpences and the New 
Zealand greenstone. 


It must not be supposed that these 


superstitions 
are 
confined 
to 
the 


ladies. Two well known card players 
at White's are extremely proud of pos- 
sessing some pieces of a hangman's 
rope, and from the possession of these 
trophies they date their good luck. 


Certain houses are considered lucky 


to play In, though of course a house 
which is lucky for one player may be 
unlucky for the other. Particular clubs 
also are much In favor among card 
players.

Tery nearly 100,000 little ftohet—tteir 


number computed at 998,000, to be •*- 
tot—have been hatched out In the 
Aquarium's model natcherjr thus far In 
the present season, the last to be turned 
out to date being a big lot of yellow 
perch, some of these from egga of speci- 
mens In the Aquarium, and some from 
egg* received from the state flsh hatch- 
ery at Cold Spring Harbor, says UM 
New York Sun. 


These yellow perch will be used tot 


restocking with this species the water* 
In the city parks, and many have al- 
ready been placed in the lake in Pros- 
pect Park. 


Next before the yellow perch hatched 


out here In the present season, were a 
large lot of salt water smelts, these also 
from eggs received from 
the 
Cold 


Spring hatchery. The salt water smelt 
goes up Into inlets In the spawning sea 
son, and like the shad, for Instance, up 
streams to spawn. The young smelU 
hatched out In the Aquarium's hatch 
ery were put over the Battery sea wall 
immediately back of the building inio 
the Hudson. 


Before the llberntion of the ypunx 


smelts there bad .baen sent out from 
here for planting in various stat 
waters, all hatched in the Aquarium's 
hatchery, young whltefinh. rainbow 
trout, lake trout and hump-backei'. 
nairnon.
